We  urge 
the  reading  of  the  Bible,  instead  of  “study  ’ 
the  Word.  Baptists  want  a Bible  school. 

The  Old  Testament  is  studied  for  profit 
in  instructions;  the  New  for  obedience  unto 
salvation,  and  to  perfect  disciples  in  ser- 
vice. Without  this  knowledge  they  may 
lose  their  reward.  The  personality  of 
the  gospel  should  be  pressed  by  faithful 
teachers,  who  should  teach  by  both  pre- 
cept and  example. 

A very  great  responsibility  rests  upon 
church  members  who  make  no  honest  ef- 
fort to  engage  in  some  service.  It  is  neces- 
sary that  those  who  have  a gift  to  teach, 
should  offer  their  services  to  the  Bible 
school.  They  ought  not  wait  to  be  sought. 
No  service,  no  reward.  Recognize  these 
facts  and  every  church  will  have  its  school.

la  Mormonism  Heathenism? 

Will  the  facts  justify  the  statement  that 
“Mormonism  is  heathenism?”  An  answer 
to  the  question,  what  do  the  professedly 
inspired  leaders  teach?  will  enable  the 
read  r to  reach  his  own  conclusion. 

1.  The  leaders  teach  what  is  known  in 
their  books  and  here  in  Utah  as  the  Adara- 
God  doctrine;  that  is,  that  “He  <Adam)  is 
our  Father  and  our  God,  and  the  only  God 
with  whom  we  have  to  do.”  So  taught 
Brigham  Young.  Since  Adam  is  our 
God  whom  we  must  worship,  and  Adam 
was  onr  ancestor,  we  have  ancestral  wor- 
ship. So  have  the  Chinese.  Their  reverence 
for  Confucius  has  Become  worship,  and 
our  missionaries  informed  us  ^hat  Con- 
fucianism is  a religion. 

2.  Mormon  leaders  that  teach  that  we 
are  saved  by  our  own  good  works;  that  is, 
practically  by  personal  merit — that  Christ 
has  made  it  our  duty  to  save  ourselves  by 
obeying  the  ordinances  of  the  Mormon 
Church,  paying  tithes,  and  obeying  the 
priesthood.  Thus  we  make  merit  by  which 
to  secure  our  salvation.  Buddhism  teaches 
the  same,  salvation  by  good  works,  by 
personal  merit. 

3.  The  prophet  and  apostles  of  the  Mor- 
mon Church  teach  polytheism,  that  there 
are  many  Gods.  Joseph  Smith,  Jr.,  taught 
this:  “The  bead  God  called  together  the 
Gods  and  sat  in  grand  council  to  bring 
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forth  the  world.”  “Are  there  more  Gods 
than  ore?”  To  this  question  of  the  Mor- 
mon  catechism,  the  answer  is  given:  “Yes, 
many,”  Indeed,  the  doctrine  of  polytheism 
is  a favorite  doctrine  of  Utah.  All  the 
heathen  world  teaches  the  same.  Rome, 
Greece,  Africa,  India,  the  islands  of  the  sea, 
all  have  been  the  progagators  of  the  doc- 
trine of  many  Gods,  in  harmony  with  Mor- 
mon polytheism 

4 0ur  Mormon  leaders  teach  and 
practise  the  doctrine  that  “the end  justifies 
the  means.”  That  is  it  is  right  to  deceive 
for  the  purpose  of  building  np  the  King- 
dom. Mormon  missionaries  are  instructed 
to  avoid  announcing  the  offensive  doc- 
trines of  their  Churcn  when  they  go  East 
on  a mission.  They  are  not  allowed  to 
preach  the  Adam-God  doctrine,  polytheism, 
or  polygamy,  but  to  talk  of  faith,  re- 
pentance, baptism,  using  phraseology,  of 
Christian  ministers.  They  are  aware  that 
they  must  cover  up  and  deny  the  doctrines 
of  heathenism,  if  they  expect  to  make  any 
converts. 

The  same  doctrine,  that  it  is  right  to  de- 
ceive, is  taught  and  practised  by  the 
Jesuits.  They  act  on  the  convictioa  that 
it  is  right  to  deceive  in  order  to  enlarge 
and  strengthen  Jesuitism. 

5.  Mormons  teach  the  doctrine  of 
polygmy.  It  js  made  so  absolutely  funda- 
mental to  the  system,  as  a doctrine,  that 
when  the  Revelator  got  his  revelation  on 
the  subject,  and  fully  stated  the  doctrine, 
he  closed  the  door  against  any  repudiation 
or  abandonment  of  it  with  this  bolt,  “If 
ye  abide  not  that  covenant  (of  plural 
marriages)  then  are  ye  damned.”  (Doc. 
and  Cov.  Sec.  132:4.) 

Mohammedanism  teaches  and  practises 
polygamy,  and  almost  all  heathendom 
does  the  same. 

Hence  the  reader  will  discover  that  Mor- 
monism teaches  ancestral  worship;  so  do 
the  heathen.  Mofmonism  teaches  salva 
tion  by  works;  so  do  the  heathen 
Buddhists.  Mormonism  teaches  polythe- 
ism; so  do  the  heathen.  Mormonism 
teaches  deception;  so  does  Jesuitism.  Mor- 
monism teaches  polygamy;  so  does  Mo- 
hammedanism. The  reader  will  now 
able  to  draw  his  own  conclusion.  —Mis- 
sionary Review.

From  Yong  Chow,  China. 

Dear  Readers:—  t, 

I want  to  have  a little  talk  with  you 
about  our  Yong  Chow  work.  The  Lord 
has  greatly  blessed  us  this  year.  For  ten 
months  in  the  spring,  beginning  w:th 
February)  we  had  three  services  a day  in 
our  church.  These  morning  and  evening 
services  were  for  prayer  and  reading  of 
God’s  word.  The  chnrch  was  greatly  re- 
revived. The  third  service  at  3 p.  m.  was 
for  heathen  and  many  had  to  be  turned 
away  from  these  meetings  for  want  o) 
room.  While  we  baptized  only  sixteen  at 
the  time  there  were  hundreds  who  pro- 
fessed faith  in  the  Savior.  The  people 
were  greatly  moved  by  the  spirit  of  God. 
But  friends,  it  is  impossible  for  brethren  in 
the  homeland  to  have  any  correct  ideas  of 
the  ignorance  of  these  people  in  spiritual 

* Isreal  was  a nation  of  slaves  when  God 
took  them  by  the  hand  to  lead  them  out 
of  Egypt  into  Candan.  But  here  we  have 
centuries  of  bondage  and  tlavery  darker 
than  that  of  Egypt.  In  the  meetings  that 
were  often  the  whole  congregation,  like 
the  children  of  Isreal  before  Jehovah  and 


Elijah  on  Mount  Carmel  where  the  power  J 
of  God  was  madifest  were  compelled  to  j 
declare  that  they  would  follow  the  Lord.  1 
One  must  believe  that  they  were  moved  | 
by  the  spirit  of  God.  .To  deliver  them  I 
from  the  power  of  darkness  is  a great  I 
work  and  God  is  going  to  do  it  through  1 
his  people  by  his  spirit.  It  is  a spiritual  1 
warfare.  I wa9  never  90  impressed  with  I 
these  thoughts  as  at  present.  Let  me  ask  I 
dear  reader  that  you  pray  for  us  that  we  I 
may  put  on  the  whole  armor  of  God.  Im- 
mediately  after  a two  weeks’  meeting  in  j 
Chinkiang  with  results  similar  to  those  in 
the  meetings  in  Yong  Chow,  we  took  a 
boat  trip  to  the  east  of  Yong  Chow  of 
about  one  hundred  miles.  On  no  journey 
in  the  past  twelve  years  of  our  missionary 
life,  have  we  had  such  crowds  together 
about  us  to  hear  the  message  that  we  had 
to  bring  them.  In  the  towns,  and  villages 
through  which  ,we  passed  the  people 
f fflowed  us  in  great  numbers  that  they 
might  secure  the  gospels  and  tracts 
that  we  had  for  distribution.  Truly  hs 
the  Lord  has  said,  “They  were  distressed 
and  scattered  as  sheep  not  having  a shep- 
herd.” 

Now  I want  to  tell  you  a few  words 
about  this  field’s  needs.  The  city  of  Yong 
Chow  is  located  on  the  Grand  Canal  about 
fifteen  miles  from  Chinkiang  where  the 
canal  crosses  the  Yangtse  river  It  has  a 
population  of  about  400,0iW).  The  area 
covered  is  not  a large  one,  hut  like  most- 
Chinese  cities  it  is  very  densely  populated, 
The  districts  cities  under  the  influence  or 
control  of  this  one  are  E-T’sun,  Tientsong- 
Kibo-Yii  Hsing-II  wa,  Pao-ing  and  Tongtoi, 
with  populations  ranging  from  50,000  to 
150,000  each.  There  is  only  one  city  be- 
sides  Yong  Chow  in  which  missionaries 
reside.  Between  thes$  cities  there  are 
towns  and  villages  wh^re  the  gospel  has 
never  been  preached.  This  territory  is  a 
great  plain  on  the  Yangste  Valley,  sloping 
toward  the  river  on  the  south  and  the  yel- 
low Sea  on  the  east.  The  Grand  Canal 
passes  through  the  center  from  north  to 
south.  The  eastern  section  is  in- 
tersected by  many  small  canals,  thus  mak- 
ing it  easv  for  doing  missionary  work,  the 
traveling  being  done  by  boats.  We  need 
at  least  too  more  families  for  Yong  Chow 
at  once  that  we  may  do  something  to 
reach  this  people  that  we  cannot  with  the 
present  mission  force  At  present  onr 
Board  has  two  male  missionaries  here, 
but  Dr.  Evans  must  give  his  time  to  tbe^ 
medical  work.  In  fact,  our  present  force 
is  too  small  for  Yong  Chow  city  alone  to 
say  nothing  of  the  rest  of  the  field. 
While  we  were  alone  12  years  in  Yong 
Chow  and  the  needs  have  been  great,  I 
fed  that  at  no  time,  have  we  been  in 
greater  need  ol  help  than  at  present.  The 
willingness  of  the  people  to  accept  the 
gospel,  calls  for  immediate  help.  Who 
among  my  readers  will  hear  the  call  and 
come  ovei  to  help  us?  J
